birth  rate  compared  with  many  years  previousl3/. 


Measles  notifications  vTere  again  considerable^  but  the 
3'ear  saw  a sizeable  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery,  centred' 
around  Claype.iny  Hospital,  with  its  inevi.ta'ole  spread  here  and 
there  into  the  surrounding  conmiunity.  The  disease  proved 
difficult  to  eradicate  in  the  condition  of  overcrowding  at  the 
hospital.  The  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  in  an  rmvaccinated 
cliild.  The  response  to  poliomyelitis  vaccination  in  children 
'was  very  good,  but  after  vaccine  became  available  for  under 
25 's  the  demand  was  small  in  this  age  group. 


In  those  places  such  as  local  factories,  and  at  V/elfare 
clinics  wlilch  young  mothers  attend,  a good  proportion  accepted 
vaccination.  The  poor  general  response  v/as  I feel  not  due  to 
reluctance,  but  to  the  difficulties  in  providing  on  the  spot 
facilities  by  ourselves  and  the  General  Practitioners.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

This  rural  area  was  little  affected  by  the  slight  economic 
reverses  of  the  year,  unemployment  Y-ias  no  problem  and  the  area 
as  a whole  enjo^/ed  a prosperous  year.  In  the  educational  field 
a neY'T  school  was  under  construction  and  completed  at  Linton-on- 
Ouse  thus  relieving  the  overcrowding  previously  existing  at 
Newton-npon-Ouse  C of  E.  School, 

It  would  be  appropriate  Linder  this  heading  to  make  a plea 
for  the  provision  of  a Swimming  Bath  within  the  district.  The 
nearest  facilities  for  svdmming  involve  a journey  of  such  length 
that  no  school  children  in  the  area  are  taught  to  sivim  unless 
parents  are  able  to  take  them.  The  other  alternative  is  to 
allow  clilldren  to  use  our  polluted  rivers  or  other  dangerous 
places. 

HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 


14  Private  and  4 Council  houses  were  completed  duTing  the 
year.  Credit  restrictions  have  curtailed  coaincil  building 
except  to  replace  slum  properties  and  it  would  seem  that  the 
difficulty  in  securing  sites  has  caused  private  enterprise  to 
fail  to  satisfy  the  demand.  The  use  of  sites  vdthin  the  villages 
made  available  by  the  demolition  of  individual  unfit  houses  is  in 
my  opinion  preferable  to  the  extension  of  housebuilding  on  the 
periphery,  and  will  prove  economical  in  providing  services,  as  well 
as  preserving  the  village  in  its  most  attractive  form. 

Again,  the  policy  of  the  Council  in  implementing  the  provision 
of  the  Improvenient  Grants  has  resulted  in  considerable  improvements 
in  housing  amen titles  in  the  district. 

WATER  SUPPLIES . : 

Supplies  of  water  are  adequate  for  tho  area,  and  after 
clilorination  of  our  oarni  sources  are  satisfactory  in  quality.  I 
would  once  again  raise  the  question  of  fluoridation  of  water  supplies 
and  hope  that  in  the  near  future  the  Ministry  will  give  its  official 
blessing  to  the  introductioii  of  a sufficient  quantity  of  this 
naturally  occurring  mineral  into  our  v/ator.  The  almost  .complete 
absence  of  fluoride  in  our  local  water  contributes  to  a considerable 
extent  to  the  large  amount  of  dental  decay  in  onr  childrens’  teeth.

Domestic  Hein  Service. 

In  accordance  with  Section  29  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  a scheme-for  the  provision  of  Domestic  Help 
operates  in  the  area.  Assistance  up  to  a maximum  of  44  hours 
in  any  one  v^eek  can  be  provided,  v/here  requested  in  all  cases  of 
illness,  althoughpriority  is  given  to  call  cases  of  domicillir.ry 
confinement.  Applicants  for  assistance  are  invited  to  either 
pay  the  standard  charge  of  3/-  per  hour  or  apply  to  be  assessed 
according  to  their  financial  circumstances.  In  the  m^ajority 
of  cases  assistance  is  provided  entirely  free  or  at  a very  nominal 
sum.  During  the  year  confinement  cases  were  helped,  also 
domestic  assistance  was  given  due  to  sickness  of  the  housewife 
and  aged  persons.  The  latter  category  require  the  largest 
amount  of  domestic  help  in  terras  of  hours  since  usually  the  assitance 
assistance  is  permanentlj'-  supplied.  This  enables  aged  persons, 
particularly  those  who  live  alone,  to  maintain  their  o-vm  home  as 
long  as  possible,  thus  delaying  the  evil  day  when  institution  care 
becomes  necessary.

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  1958. 
regress  has  been  made  during  the  year  on  vrorks  of 
, water  supply  and  refuse  collection.  Though  no 
rnYor  works  of  sewerage  have  been  completed,  a scheme  for  the 
village  of  Husthwaite  is  well  advanced  and  should  be  in  use 
by  early,  1959*  Efforts  are  being  made  to  secure 
some  supply  of  water  to  the  village  of  Brandsby, 
proving  difficult  owing  to  the  houses  being  spread  about  the 
parish  and  to  the  circumstances  under  which  the  ho’uses  have  been 
supplied  from  the  old  private  scheme.  All  householders  on  the 
private  supply  have  been  warned  to  boil  the  water  before  using 
it  for  drinking  and  culinary  purposes. 

The  steady  progress  made  in  the  provision  of  hater 
Closets  to  replace  Earth  Closets  continues.

Water  Suuply  -•  Public  Mains, 

The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory.  All  the  water 
supplied  tlrrough  the  Council’s  mains  is  ciilorlnated, 

121  samples  of  water  v/ere  taken  ,and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  45  were  of  clilorinated  w^ater  from 
the  public  mains  and  55  of  the  raw  v/ater  before  chlorination. 

The  Analyst  reported  all  ervcept  4 of  the  crlorinated  samples  as 
satisfactory,  27  of  the  ra\/  wrater  samples  as  unsati,sfactory. 

The  abater  supplied  is  not  liable  to  plutnbo solvent  action. 
Approximately  98^  of  the  houses  in  the  area  are  supplied  from  the 
Council’s  mains  including  about  ''JO  by  stand-pipe.

at  the  expense  of  Easingwold  Town.  Trade  bins.  Hospitals, 

Schools  and  Linton-cn-Ouse  R.xi.E,  Station  continue  to  be  collected 
at  weekly  intervals.  This  rearrangement  has  caused  some 


inconvenience  in  Easingvrold,  but  has  practically  eliminated 
complaints  frpm.  the  villages.  On  the  whole  the  arrangment  is 
more  satisfactory. 

The  t\70  veliicles  which  were  hired  in  1951  wiiich  were 
new  when  received  have  no\7  become  the  propeicty^  of  the  Council. 

Both  are  in  fair  condition  but  are  x!*reciuently  requiring  attention. 
One  new/  modern  type  vehicle  has  been  purchased  outright  and  being 
of  larger  capacity  is  more  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  mere  distant 
villages  w-hich  are  a long  v/ay  from  tlia  tip. 

An  attempt  to  secure  a more  convenient  tip  in  the  Eastern 
half  of  the  district  has  not  been  a success. 

The  lack  of  a well  equipped  vehicle  shed  and  a suitable  .. 
central  depot  for  the  accommodation  of  all  the  vehicles  and 
equipment  for  refuse  collection  and  disposal,  sewerage  maintenance 
and  cesspool  emptying,  is  not  condusivo  to  satisf actoy ” service. 
Ample  Space  giving  room  for  extension  shouAd  be  aimed  at  in 
considering  a site.

A scheme  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  for  Husthwaite 
was  put  forward  and  agreed  to  and  is  nearing  completion. 

Easingv/old  Station  area  and  a number  of  the  larger 
villages  a^re  very  badly  in  need  of  schemes.  Schemes  for 
Crayke^  Huby  and  Sutton-on-Forest  are  receiving  close 
consideration. 
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MEAT  INSPECTION, 


All  mep.t  and  food  inspection  is  carried  out  by  your 
Public  Health  Inspectors.  There  are  six  private  slaughterhouses 
licensed  in  the  District^  these  being  used  by  12  butchers.  The 
appended  table  gives  details  of  the  animals  slaughtered  and 
inspected  there  during  the  yearj  885  visits  being  made  by  the 
Inspectors  for  this  purpose. 

During  1958  there  vms  a further  increase  in  the  numbers 
of  sheep  and  pigs  slaughtered  for  food. 

There  were  no  whole  carcases  condemned  because  of 
Tuberculosis^  but  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  animals 
slightly  affected  resulting  in  condemnation  of  organs  or  parts, 

A feature  of  this  year  particularly'  during  autumn  and 
early  winter  was  the  amount  of  liver  fluke  present^  no  doubt 
due  to  the  wet  summer.  The  presence  of  so  many  flukes  among 
sheep  and  lembs  indicate  that  there  v;ill  be  many  breeding  ewes 
affected  and  tliis  may  have  a bad  effect  on  the  lambing^  as  the 
ewes  rapidly  lose  condition  and  become  emaciated. 

The  difficulties  of  inspection  ov/ing  to  the  scattered 
positions  of  the  slaughterhouses  and  times  of  slaughter  have 
not  lessened  during  the  year^  many  of  the  carcases  being  . - 

inspected’ after . slaughter,  even  the  day  after. 

Under  the  Slaughterhouse  Act,  I958.,  most  of  the  existing 
premises  will  require  re- construction,  bu  the  date  by  wliicli 
this  will  have  to  be  done  has  not  yet  been  fixed  by  the  Minister 
of  Agricvilture,  Fisheries  and  Food,

(i)  There  are  112  food  premises  in  the  district^  comprising 

11  butchers’  shops,  45  grocers’  and  greengrocers,  11  Catering 
premises,  49  licensed  premises'' and  6 fried  fish  shops.  All 
premises  have  mains  water  available, 

(ii)  Six  butchers’  prem.ises  are  registered  for  sausage  making  etc.. 
Seven  dairies  are  registered  for  sale  of  bottled  milk,  all  of 
wliich  is  designated. 

iii)  Forty-five  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  Ice  Cream  premises 
l8  to  dairies  and  180  to  other  food  preparing  premises,  during 
the  year.  Some  work  of  improvement  has  been  made  to  a fow 
licensed  public  houses  and  i:he  Brewery  representatives  have 
been  pressed  to  proceed  v/ith  plans  for  alterations  to  those 
premises  in  need  of  modernisation.  Plans  have  been  received 
and  approved  for  alterations  to  some  premises  and  the  v/ork  is 
expected  to  be  commenced  early  in  1959* 

(iv)  Education  courses  in  hygienic  methods  cannot  be  run  effectively 
in  scattered  rural  areas  such  as  tills,  apart  from  there  being 
insufficient  staff  to  do  so.  Such  education  must  be  limited 
to  personal  instruction  during  routine  visits  and  distribution 
of  posters  etc. 

(v)  All  condemned  m.eat  and  offals  are  disposed  of  by  digestion  in 
a modern  privately  ovmed  plant.  Obher  foods  of  which  normally 

only  small  quantities  are  condemned,  are  disposed  of  by  burying 
in  the  Council’s  tip. 

(vi)  There  have  been  no  special  inspections  of  large  consignments  or 
stocks  of  food  during  the  year. 

vii)  No  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  Ice  Cream  in 
tills  district;  there  are  57  premises  retailing  pre-packed  Ice 
Cream.

Further  progress  v/as  made  in  bringing  premises  iiito 
line  with  the  requirements  of  the  Regulcstions , It  is 
however  di.fficult  to  carry  out  a programrao  of  modernisation 
of  food  premises  with  the  exiscing  staff  of  only  two  public 
health  inspectors  together  with  their  responsibilities  for 
so  many  other  branches  of  public  health  work^  all  of  which 
are  tending  to  increase. 


One  statutory  notice  outstanding  at  the  commencement 
of  the  period  was  complied  with.  One  informal  notice 
regarding  provision  of  hot  vrater  supply^  sink  etc.^  at  a 
shop^  remained  micom.plied  with^  the  shopkeeper  being  in 
the  process  of  purchasing  more  suitable  premises. 

298  lbs,  foods  were  inspected  at  the  request  of  canteen 
and  shop  m.anagers^  the  food  being  condemned  and  disposed  of 
by  burial  in  the  Council’s  tip.
